Set* Forth In Detail the Points on 
Which the Company Win and the 
the Legal Controversy Comes to a 
Sudden End. 


The East Liverpool & Rock Springs 
Street railway will now proceed with 
its double tracking. 
The application 
for an injunction to prevent this work 
was turned down in court yesterday. 
At Wheeling yesterday a suit was 
brought before Judge Hervey in the 
name of John Shrader, E. D. Marshall 
and E. S. Good, against the East Liver­ 
pool & Rock Springs Street Railway 
company, to enjoin the company from 
laying any additional or double track 
on the streets of Chester, and claim­ 
ing that the laying of an additional 
track from the bridge along the pres­ 
ent route of the 
railway 
company 
wopld be a great damage and injury to 
all persons owning property abutting 
on that route. The plaintiffs were rep­ 
resented on the hearing by Hon. J. B. 
Sommerville and the defendant by J. 
A. McKenzie, of 
New 
Cumberland. 
and B. M. Ambler, of Parkersburg. 
Judge Hervey held that the plain­ 
tiffs were mot entitled to any injunc­ 
tion even if it had been a steam rail­ 
road, but that th© courts now made a 
distinction between street railways 
and 
railroad 
companies operating 
trains on streets, and it was recogniz­ 
ed that the street railway company 
was a local convenience serving a lo 
cal public and advantageous to the lo­ 
cality in many ways, while as trunk 
line railroads merely made conven­ 
ience of public streets in conducting a 
business not confined to any 
special 
community, railroads were often injur­ 
ious to property, while street railways 
were generally held to be of advan­ 
tage. 
The railway company showed that it 
had paid $28,000 for a 
20-foot strip 
along its route; that a double track 
would not occupy more than 14 feet 
along the center of that strip and that 
the 20-foot strip lay in the middle of 
the streets and avenues; that those 
persons who had not sold the 20-foot 
strip along their properties had recog­ 
nized it either by deed or by 
plat, 
shown by records, and that this way. 
had thus been left open by some of 
the owners as an inducement to the 
company to supply transportation and 
extend its lines; that the company al­ 
ready has booked excursions for over 
40 days, commencing on May 30, and 
that some of these excursions exceed­ 
ed 8,000 people in number; that it was 
impracticable to properly handle such 
multitudes without additional tracks; 
that the railroad company had largely 
helped within five years to convert 400 
acres of land of a dozen residents into 
a thriving town of 1,500 people; that 
the community would be injured 
by 
embarrassing the company; that the 
excursions themselves were a great 
benefit to the community; 
that the 
company was using* property under 
rights granted to it, and was seeking 
to afford a more efficient public ser­ 
vice, and that the town of Chester had 
on 
May 8 passed a resolution au 
thorizing the company generally to 
build double tracks. 
The company also endeavored to 
show the inconsistency of Mr. Shra 
der's course, and said that he, after 
the council on May 8 had authorized- 
the building of a double track as a pub­ 
lic benefit, had applied to the court 
to hold up the railway. 
In the answer to the suit filed by 
Mayor Shrader, the street railway 
company among many other things 
said that James E. McDonald WM in­ 
formed by E. D. 
Marshall 
that 
Marshall was not a party to the suit; 
that he knew nothing about it, 
and 
that he had not authorized the use of 
his name in connection with the ac­ 
tion. As to Elmer Good being a party 
to the suit the company was unable 
to state whether his name had been 
borrowed by Shrader or not. The com­ 
pany, however, charged that Good has 
no interest in the promisee and has 
no ground for complaint. It Si 


charged that Good does not own a par­ 
ticle of real estate In the town of Ches­ 
ter and none in the state along the 
route of the railway. 
The company further in its answer 
said that in 1896 Shrader was interest­ 
ed as a stockholder in the company, 
but these holdings he sold out. Now 
that Shrader happens to be mayor of 
Chester he learned some months ago 
that the company proposed to increase 
its facilities by the laying of a double 
track, and that Shrader was desirous 
of having tracks 
laid upon streets 
heretofore unoccupied by the street 
railway company, in order to develop 
lands in which he was interested. The 
company says it failed to adopt the 
suggestion of Shrader, not from any 
ill-will to Shrader, but because 
the 
company did not think it expedient to 
occupy 
such streets even to accom­ 
modate the mayor and further because 
the company had no authority to do 
so. 
The company stated that 
the 
in­ 
junction was sought to annoy the com­ 
pany and to gratify the unworthy and 
unreasonable motives and objects of 
the plaintiff. Mayor Shrader. 
The new steel rails for the 
double 
track arrived in Chester this morning 
and work on the improvement will be­ 
gin at once.

The La Soufriere Mountain Now Pour- 
ing Forth Its Deadly Tide of Lava, 
With Appaling Results— Terror In 
the Stricken Islands.

Advices received here this morning 
from the Island of St. Vincent, state 
that over 1600 persons have perished 
there since the La Soufriere volcalno 
eruptions. 
The death list has contin­ 
ued to grow daily. 
St. Thomas, D. W. I., May 13—(Spe­ 
cial)—Authentic reports have been re­ 
ceived here within the last few hours 
from St. Vincent, that 700 deaths have 
resulted there as a result of the out­ 
break of the Soufriere volcano, which 
is still slightly active.

hospital. 
Miss Smith left 
for 
her 
home on Patterson avenue, Sheraden/

Tomorrow

Poole, accompanied by Mrs.

King, Miss Emma King and William

Meagre are the facts concerning the 
death of the boy, who has frequently 
visited in this city both at the home 
of Mrs. Poole and Mrs. King. 
After 
the report of the first explosion was 
heard the Smith boy, with 
several 
others, ran to the scen^ and while 
locking at the raging flames another 
explosion, greater than the first, oc­ 
curred. The flames from this caused 
his death. He was burned over the en­ 
tire body and died at the Allegheny 
hospital at ll o’clock last evening. 
Dallas Byrd, stepson of John Beck, 
of Chester, was another victim of the 
terrible accident. He was fireman on 
the train that was wrecked and was 
killed outright. 
A telegram announc­ 
ing the sad circumstance was received 
by the young man’s stepfather this 
morning. He immediately left for New 
Cumberland, his former home, where 
ne met l^ewis Byrd, another stepson, 
and both then 
proceeded to

Washington, May 13.—The 
house 
yesterday, passed by an overwhelm­ 
ing vote a bill granting 3290,000 for 
the relief of the sufferers in the great 
calamity in the West Indies. 
The 
bill was a substitute for the relief 
measure passed by the senate and 
followed the receipt of a message 
frow the president setting forth the 
magnitude of the calamity and urg­ 
ing an appropriation of $500,000. 
A 
special meeting of the appropriation 
committee was held to facilitate ac­ 
ton on the bill, and it was reported 
to the house within a short lime after 
the receipt of the president’s mes­ 
sage. 
Mr. Hemenway, 
the 
acting 
chairman of the appropriation com 
mittee, explained that 
the 
amount 
was limited to $200,000 owing to the 
fact that large private contributions 
were being made. 
The 
discussion 
was brief, Mr. Underwood, of Ala­ 
bama, being the only one to speak in 
opposition. 
The bill was passed by 
196 votes to 9. 
The senate concurred in the house 
amendment to the bill making an ap­ 
propriation of $200,000 for the relief 
of .the people of the French West In­ 
dies. 
The president took a personal inter 
est in the matter. 
The war depart­ 
ment was 
placed in charge. 
The 
treasury and naval departments are 
to co-operate. 
Army %officers were 
assigned 
to 
take charge of the work of getting 
stores together, distribution, etc. The 
naval commander of the Dixie was or­ 
dered to take such stores as the army 
officers should secure and sail as soon 
as possible.

TIMS ON MARTINIQUE. 


More Details of the Terrible Disaster, 


Caused by Eruption of 


Mont Peiee. 


Fort De France, Island of Martin­ 
ique, May 12.—It now seems to be 
generally admitted that about 30,000 
persons lost their lives as a result 
of the outbreak of the Mont Pelec 
volcana, at St. Pierre, on Thursday 
last. 
Careful investigation by compe 
tent government officials show thai 
the earlier reports of the Associated 
Press were accurate. 
The American consul 
at 
Guade 
loupe, Louis H. Ayme, has reached 
the desolate spot where St. Pierre 
stood and confirms the awful story 
in all its essential details. 


From an interview 
with 
Colonel 
Ayme, who is a trained 
American 
newspaper man, a correspondent of 
the Associated Press learned the fol­ 
lowing facts: 


Horrid Detonations Were Heard. 


Thursday morning the inhabitants 
of the city awoke to fin J heavy clouds 
shrouding the Mont Pplee crater. Al 
day Wednesday 
horrid 
detonations 
had been heard. 
These were echoed 
from St. Thomas, on the north, tc 
Barbados, on the south. The cannon 
ading ceased on Wednesday 
night 
and fine ashes fell like rain on St 
Pierre. 
The inhabitants were alarm 
ed, but Governor Mouttet. who had 
arrived at St. Pierre the evening be 
fore, did everything possible to allay 
the panic. 
The 
British 
steamer 
Roraime 
reached St. Pierre on Thursday with 
IO passengers, among 
whom 
were 
Mrs. Stokes and her three children 
and Mrs. H. J. Inee. 
They 
were 
watching the rain of ashes, when, 
with a frightful roar and terrific elec 
trie discharges, a cyclone of fire, mud 
and steam swept down from the cra­ 
ter over town and bay, sweeping all 
before it and destroying the fleet of 
vessels at anchor off the shore. There 
the accounts of the catastrophe so 
far obtainable cease. Thirty thousand 
corpses are strewn about, buried in 
the ruins of St. Pierre, or else float­ 
ing. gnawed by sharks, in the sur­ 
rounding spas. Twenty-eight charred, 
half dead human beings were brought 
here. 
Sixteen of them are already 
dead, and only of the whoie number 
four are exoer-ted to recover.

Horrid Detonations Werq Heard. 


Thursday morning th'' inhabitant* 
of the city awoke to find bv acy clouds 
shrouding the Mont Pples crater. A1 
day Wednesday

from St. Thomas, on the north, tc 
Barbados, on the south. The cannon 
ading ceased on Wednesday 
nigh! 
and fine ashes fell like rain on St 
Pierre. 
The inhabitants were alarm 
ed, but Governor Mouttet, who had 
arrived at St. Pierre the evening be 
fore, did everything possible to allay 
the panic. 
The 
British 
steamer 
Roraim? 
reached St. Pierre on Thursday with 
IO passengers, among 
whom 
were 
Mrs. Stokes and her three children 
and Mrs. H. J. Ince. 
They 
were 
watching the rain of ashes, when, 
with a frightful roar and terrific elec 
trie discharges, a cyclone of fire, mud 
and steam swept down from the cra­ 
ter over town and bay, sweeping all 
before it and destroying the fleet, of 
vessels at anchor off the shore. There 
the accounts of the catastrophe so 
far obtainable cease. Thirty thousan i 
corpses are strewn about, buried in 
the ruins of St. Pierre, or else float­ 
ing. gnawed by sharks, in the sur­ 
rounding seas. Twenty-eight charred, 
half dead human beings were brought 
here. 
Sixteen cf them are already 
dead, and only of the whoie number 
four are exnerted to recover.

POTTERY NEWS 


Great uneasiness exists among a 
number of the boss packers over the 
action of the present convention in 
its disposition of a resolution prest ut- 
d by packers’ local No. 25, of this 
city, ami some interesting rem arks 
are expected to be made at the next 
meeting of the local, or as soon as the 
result of the vote In the convention is 
known. From the- statem ents made by 
a boss packer this morning, one who 
has charge of a shed, it stem s that 
some inside information has been re­ 
ceived from the convention as to its 
action. 
He was of the opinion that 
his wages would be reduced it a uni­ 
form scale was adopted 
among 
the 
packers other than that which is now 
in force, and be it remembered that 
the person who made these rem arks 
has charge of one of the busiest shops 
in the city. 
As an illustration of this 
the quotation from the resolution pre­ 
sented by No. 25 was given as follows: 
“It has been the custom In this city 
to give the packing to one man, he 
agreeing to pay the men under him so 
much a day.” 
Then the packers go 
on to state that they think it a great 
injustice to work under a man who 
got his position dishonorably, as the 
boss packer should serve at the trade 
for a term of three years. 
In many 
shops it is said that all men would be 
on an equality as far as the getting 
out of an order was concerned. 
Some 
of the boss packers, and it might be 
said, all of them, pay their help the 
rate designated in the uniform scale 
adopted at the last convention. 
These 
packers in more than one instance re­ 
ceive much more than $3 per day. 
Under the resolution they would be 
compelled to work for less than they 
now receive. 
Though these boss pack­ 
ers belong to No. 25. no end of kicking 
is going on. for when a proposition 
touches the pocket book, some one is 
sure to rem onstrate. 
It is said that 
a packing shed needs a mnaager, the 
same as pottery In general does, or a 
clay departm ent, or a crew of kiln 
men. 
Some one has to be responsi 
hie, and this is the person. It is claim­ 
ed, whose wrages are to be decreased 
And there the m atter stands.

Some one has to be responsi 
hie. and this is the person, it is claim 
od, whose wages are to be decreased 
And there the matter stands.

Victims In Fiery Embrace. 


Pittsburg May 13.—A terrible dis­ 
aster has. occurred in the Chargers 
▼alley, near this city. 
Within two hours yesterday after 
noon, as the sun was sinking over the 
hills to the west, at least 300 persons 
•were burned there, almost 
beyond 
recognition in many cases, and to a 
total crisp in others. 
Such scenes as were portrayed in 
the valley from the time when the 
first explosion occurred, shortly be­ 
fore 5 o’clock, until it became too 
dark to see where the injured or dy­ 
ing were lying, were never witnessed 
in this vicinity.

More people came in on the cars 
from Pittsburg and were added to the 
number

spectators. 
Railroaders 
were at work, railroad officials were 
nesr. also newspaper men and oth­ 
ers. 
At 6:30 o’clock two more naphtha 
tanks in the center of the train ex­ 
ploded. 
There was an awful 
roar, loud 
enough to be heard in the heart ot 
Pittsburg, five miles 
away, and a 
sheet of solid flame shot up from tho 
wre-ekage and enveloped 
both 
hill 
sides even to their tops. 
Pandemonian Broke Loose. 
There was a moment s 
lull 
as 
though every living thing in the vi 
clnity had been annihilated, and then 
the cries, the screamng for help and 
the blanks in the crowd that told of 
the explosion s' dread results. 
On the hillside to the north of tho 
yards several houses were burning, 
the trees were afire, the scant veg© 
tation was blackened and eaten away, 
and masses of tho burning liouidfrom 
the tanks below could be seen herx 
aud there where they had fallen. 
On the tracks themselves was a 
fleeing crowd ut men dazed by the 
shock ot the explosion, hurrying to 
escape from the deluge of fire that 
had threatened to overwhelm them. 
But these were safe. 
The charred bundles of clothing, al 
most .shapeless, that lay where death 
or worse tha u death 
had caught 
them, were past all help save where 
some movement or a pie!Bing cry tol l 
that lite was still leu in the blacken 
cd form. 


Piteous Cries of Children. 
On the hillside to the south, where 
the crowds, almost tit roe--quakers ut 
them children, had gathered m tilt 
traction company* tracks to w«l j 
the tire, theie was a line of the boil 
ies of those who had been cangia in 
the flames, but who were still alive 
They cried piteously for help, taos*. 
who were too badly hurt to run away 
moaned in agony aud asked thai they 
be put out of their misery. 
Fitting 
in all directions except toward the 
burning wreckage were those who had 
been more fortunate, but who still 
had suffered in the accident. 
Some of these were wildly trying 
to escape from the fetters of burning 
clothing. 
Coats and skirts and even 
shoes were thrown aside in the blind 
attempt to escape from the madden 
iug burns, and late at night they still 
lay on the hillside or ulong the road 
to testify to the anguish of their own 
ers. 
Some of the children ran madly 
toward their homes, their hair burned 
off, their faces blackened by the Art 
aud their clothing in tatters, where 
they 
had 
clutched at the burning 
shreds ol cloth and flung them away. 
Death In Other Forms. 
While the sheet of fire had brough! 
death and infinite suffering to thosi 
who stood on the hillside it did little 
damage to those who had been stand 
lug within a stone’s throw of the twi 
tan k cars when the shock came. Bul 
death was lurking there in another 
form. 
Standing 
near 
his 
engine 
fully IOO j aids from the nearest ol 
the two cars. was Fireman Blair. The 
end of one of the exploded cars, a 
mass of steel weighing fully two tons, 
had been hurled over 300 feet through 
the air and the fireman was in lb- 
way. 
His body was badly mangled, 
aud he died where stood, close to his 
engine. 
Farther down the track, and closer 
to the explosion, was John M McCon 
nell, general yardmaster of the Pan 
handle railroad for Pittsburg. Shera 
den and Carnegie. 
When the crash 
came he was talking with four other 
men and close behind him, perhaps 
15 feet away, was Elmer Hunter, the 
conductor of the fated train. 
Con 
dueler Hunter was struck by another 
piece of massive steel from the burst 
ed car and instantly killed.

Pittsburg May 13.—A terrible ills 
aster has occurred in the Chartiers 
▼alley, near this city. 
Within Iwo hours yesterday after 
noon, as the sun was sinking over the 
hills to the west, at least 300 persons 
were burned there, almost 
beyond 
recognition in many cases, and to a 
total crisp in others. 
Such scenes as were portrayed in 
the valley from the time when tlie 
first explosion occurred, shortly be­ 
fore 5 o’clock, until it became too 
dark to see where the injured or dy­ 
ing were lying, were never witnessed 
in this vicinity. 
Men ran hither and 
thither, with hair and skn dropping 
off, many wth only shreds of clotti­ 
ng, hatless, shoeless and well-nigh 
witless. 
Refusing help when offered, frantic 
with pain, hut in many instances in­ 
sisting upon assisting 
others 
who 
were n worse shape than themselves, 
the hillsides for more than a mile 
around were covered with hundreds 
of fleeing men and children, wiht a 
few women.

Matthew Moreland, 25 years old, 
McKees Rocks. 
The accident happened in the Sher 
aden yards. 
Hew the Disaster Occurred. 
A freight train was being made up 
for the west. 
On it were ten cars 
of oil arid refined naphtha. 
During 
the switching some of the cars were 
humped too hard. 
One of the naph 
tha tanks burst and ran out on the 
ground. 
One of the switch lights set fire to 
it. 
An explosion 
followed. 
Brake­ 
man Clide Fare was injured. 
The first explosion sent showers of 
burning naphtha over the freight sta 
tion. near at hand, and also enveloped 
a number of carloads of coke and him 
ber that were close by, and in a mo 
inuit all were blazing 
Knowing that 
there was imminent danger of an 
uther explosion 
there was not at­ 
tempt to save the freight station or 
the cars, for the time, and all sought 
safety in flight. This fact saved many 
lives, for at 5 o'clock, 15 minutes af 
ter the first explosion, the two cars 
of refined petroleum that, had been 
damaged by the bursting of the tank 
of naphtha an I were leaking, blew 
up with a terrific report. 
No one 
was injured by this, however. 
On the south sid<^ of the yards, cut 
out of the hillside, is a road on w h ic h 
are the tracks of the Sheraden branch 
of , the Pittsburg Railway company. 
Above these tracks is a rounded hill 
hare of trees. 
Across the cut, on the 
l>th*-r side of the yards, a hill full 20k 
0 f‘t high, rises sheer above the round 
house. 
Many persons, among th e m 'a lei 
of children 
returning from school 
gathered ^,n these bills to watc h the 
fire. 
Suddenly a third explosion or 
curred about a mile away. 
Between the time 
when the firs: 
tank of naphtha 
was 
damaged In 
switching and sprung a leak, and th' 
moment when It exploded, enough o! 
the dangerous liquid had escaped * 
work Its way into the sewer that 
empties into tile Ohio near the mouth 
of Corks run. 
Buring oil. too, found 
its way into the sewer, and aa soon 
as it reached 
the open air at the 
mouth an explosion followed. 
A\*ful Damage a tEcple-n. 
The force of the explosion blew in 
one side of Seymour’s hotel, on the 
hillside above the bridge, where five 
people were injured. 
Al of the win­ 


dows 
in 
the 
neighborhood 
were 
broken by the 
concussion, and nine 
other persons were injured by failing 
glass. 
The traction bridge across the 
run ut this point was almost entirely 
demolished and a car that had passed 
but a moment 
before was all but 
dashed to pieces. 
More people came in on the ears 
from Pittsburg and were added to the 
number 
of 
spectators. 
Railroaders 
were at work, railroad officials were 
n«iir, also newspaper men and oth 
ers. 
At 6:30 o'clock two more naphtha 
tanks in the center of the train ex 
ploded. 
There was an awful 
roar, loud 
enough to be heard in the heart ct 
Pittsburg, five miles 
away, and a 
sheet of solid flame shot up from the 
wreckage and enveloped 
both 
hill 
sides even to their tops. 


Pandemonian Broke Loose. 
There was a moments 
lull 
as 
though every liviug thing in the vi 
cinity had been annihilated, and then 
the cries, the screening for help and 
the blanks in the crowd that told of 
the explosion s' dread results. 
On the hillside to the north of the 
yards several houses were burning, 
the trees were afire, the scant vege 
tation was blackened and eaten away, 
and masses of the burning liuuid from 
the tanks below could he seen her* 
and there where they bud fallen. 
On the tracks themselves was a 
fleeing crowd ut men dazed by tilt 
shock of the explosion, hurrying to 
escape from the deluge of fire that 
had threatened to overwhelm them 
But these were safe. 
The charred bundles of clothing, al 
most shapeless, that lay where death 
or worse1 tha u death 
had caught 
them, were past all help save where 
some movement or a plotting cry told 
that lite was still left in the blacken 
ed form.

POTTERY NEWS 


Great uneasiness ex lr ta among a 
number of the* boss pac kers over the 
action of the present convention in 
its disposition of a re elution prese nt­ 
ed by packers’ local No. 'la, of this 
city, and some interesting remarks 
are expect* <] to be made; at the rn xt 
meeting of the local, or ay soon as the 
result of the vote in the convention is 
known. From the statements made by 
a boss packer thin morning, one who 
has charge of a shed, it seems that 
some inside* information has been re­ 
ceived from the convention as to its 
action. 
He was of the opinion that 
his wages would be reduced if a uni 
form scale was adopted 
among 
the 
packers other than that which Is now* 
in force, and be it remembered that 
tho person who made these remarks 
has charge* of one of the busiest shoos 
in the city. 
As an illustration of this 
the quotation from the resolution pre­ 
sented by No. 25 was given as follows; 
"It has been the custom in this city 
to give the packing to one man, he 
agreeing to pay the men under him so 
much a day." 
Then the packers go 
on to state that they think it a great 
injustice to work under a man who 
got his position dishonorably, as the 
boss packer should serve at the trade 
for a term of three years. 
In many 
shops It Is said that all men would be* 
on an equality as far as the getting 
out of an order was c oncerned. 
Some 
of the boss packers and it might. Im* 
said, all of them, pay their help the 
rate designated In the uniform scale 
adopted at the last convention. 
These 
packers In more than one* instance re­ 
ceive much more than $3 per day. 
Under the resolution they would be 
compelled to work for less than they 
now receive. 
Though these boss pack­ 
ers belong to No. 25. no end of kicking 
is going on. for when a proposition 
touc hes the pocket book, some one* is 
sure to remonstrate.

Pittsburg 
May 13.—A terrible dis­ 
aster has occurr d in the Chartiers 
valley, near this city. 
Within iwo hours yesterday after 
noon, as the sun was sinking over the 
hills to the west, at least 300 persons 
were burned there, almost 
beyond 
recognition in many cases, and to a 
total crisp in others. 
Such scenes as were portrayed In 
the valley from the time when th* 
first explosion occum d, shortly be­ 
fore 5 o'clock, until it became too 
dark to see where the Injured or dy­ 
ing were lying, w.-re never witnessed 
in this vicinity. 
Men ran hither and 
thither, with hair and skn dropping 
off, many wth only shreds of elotli 
ng, hatless, shoeless and 
well-nigh 
witless. 
Refusing help when offered, frantic 
with pain, but in many instances in 
aisling upon assisting 
others 
who 
wen* n worse shape than themselves 
the hillsides for more than a mile 
around were covered with hundreds 
of fleeing nun and children, wiht 
few women.

On the tracks themselves was a 
fleeing crowd ol men dazed by tile 
shock ot the explosion, hurrying to 
escape from the deluge of lire that 
had threatened to overwhelm them 
But these were safe. 
The charred bundles of clothing, al 
most shapeless, that lay where death 
or worse tim u death 
had caught 
them, were past all help save when 
some movement or a piecing cry tol I 
that life was still leu in the blacken 
ed form.

the two cars, was Fireman Blair. The 
end of one of the exploded cars, a 
muss of steel weighing fully two tofts, 
had been hurled over 300 feet through 
the air and the fireman was Iii it* 
way.
